Alfred Smith. And if you were to 
fall into conversation with Mr. Smith 
when he has leisure you might dis- 
cover that he was an Englishman and] 
proud of knowing as a boy the then. 
Prince of Wales, now King Edward 

the VIII.

It happened that Smith's father was 
a gardener on the palace grounds at 
Windsor Castle for forty-four years. 
His mother, now 89, still lives there 
on a pension from the King. He re- 
calls well the occasions when the 
young prince ran across the grounds 
and through the Smith house fleeing 
from his tutor, who was in full pur- 
suit. 

* * * 

One of his most treasured recol- 
lections is an occasion seventeen years 
ago when the present King stopped in 
Philadelphia on his way from Wash- 
ington to sail for England from New 
York. The British War Veterans' 
Club, of which Smith was a member, 
formed a welcoming committee at the 
railroad station. The Prince passed 
down the line shaking hands and 
asking each man an impromptu ques- 
tion. "When it came my turn," 
Smith relates, "he asked if I ever had 
the desire to return to England? 
And I replied, 'Yes, if it only be as 
far as Windsor.' This aroused his 
curiosity and he said me, 'What do 
you know about Windsor?' Then I 
reminded him that I used to see him 
as a boy and how he ran through our 
house pursued by his tutor. At this 
the Prince smiled and remarked, 'Poor 
fellow, didn't we lead him the life?' " 
* > * 

Smith was born at Windsor and at- 
tended the Queen's school there, a pri- 
vate institution in Windsor Park. As 
a member of the boys' choir of the 
school he sang at the unveiling of the 
statue in memory of Queen Victoria. 
After leaving school he worked for a 
time at Buckingham Palace in charge 
of the royal harness. Smith, who has 
been employed at Montgomery School 
since its formation and worked on the 
grounds there for twenty-five years, 
is married and has two daughters, 
Betty, 16, a student at Lower Merion 
Senior High School, and Alice, 14, a 
student at the Junior High.

Taxpayers' Group Sees With- 
drawal as "Temporary 
Obstacle" 

INVESTIGATE FRAUD 

Disclaims Knowledge of How 

Bogus Signatures Got 

on Document 

Assuring its supporters that with- 
drawal of the merger petition is "only 
a temporary obstacle" and that the 
case will be heard again on its merits, 
the Narberth Borough Taxpayers' As- 
sociation issued a statement yesterday 
through its officers disclaiming all 
knowledge of how fraudulent signa- 
tures became affixed to the petition 
and stating that an investigation is 
being conducted by a committee of the 
organization. 

While it does not say so directly, the 
statement infers that the merger 
group is planning to continue its fight 
for annulment of the borough charter. 

The Taxpayers' Association state- 
ment is as follows: 

"The voluntary withdrawal of the 
Narberth Merger Petition is in ac- 
cordance with the consistent de- 
termination of its sponsors and ad- 
vocates to win this cause on its merits 
or not at all. At the first oppor- 
tunity after specific credible reports 
were received indicating that unau- 
thorized signatures apparently had 
been added to the petition, its spon- 
sors, through their attorney, Franklin 
R. Wright, reported the matter to the 
Court, frankly declaring their unwil- 
lingness to present to the Court or to 
defend a petition which contained even 
one signature of doubtful legality. 

"Having voluntarily eliminated from 
consideration, at the time of the filing 
of the petition, more than two hun- 
dred names of persons known to have 
died, moved from the borough, or 
signed more than once by mistake, the 
sponsors of the petition asked the 
right to investigate the facts as to the 
rumored invalidity of other signatures 
and instructed their attorney to with- 
draw the petition forthwith if the 
slightest fraud could he shown. 

"Counsel for the opponents of the 
petition declined, for some unaccount- 
able reason, to co-operate with the 
petitioners in such an investigation 
and insisted that the originally sched- 
uled hearing be held, before the peti- 
tioners could possibly complete their

"The story of the development of 
this small collection of books to its 
present status is the story of an un- 
usually broad-minded community 
which has always supported the ef- 
fort, as well as the story of a group 
of untrained volunteers each of whom 
gave, over a period of eight years, one 
afternoon or evening a week to the 
special phase of the work which she 
had elected to perform. 

"The first few books were purchased 
in 1921 from an appropriation of $30 
given by the Executive Board of the 
Women's Club for that purpose, and 
were rented originally at 10 cents for 
each week or fraction thereof. While 
this rental system has been modified 
as the library has developed, till now 
only the very latest books are included 
in the rental collection, the rental 
principle still forms the source of 
funds for the purchase of new books, 
although in 1926 the School Board 
made an appropriation of $500 with 
which to buy books for required school 
reading, and this appropriation in 
fluctuating amounts has been con- 
tinued ever since. 

"From the beginning the books were 
made available to all residents of the 
community so that it was a compara- 
tively simple matter to interest them 
in the various stages of the library's 
development, and to win a response 
to appeals for materials or money or 
support. According to this method, 
before making any appeals for pri- 
vate contributions the enterprise had 
demonstrated an ability to give valu- 
able service, and later did not ask for 
contributions from public or tax 
money until it had clearly established 
a community wide participation in its 
activities. The result was that pri- 
vate contributions came easily because 
of private approval of the project, and 
similarly, permanent appropriations 
were readily granted by the borough 
authorities because they were con- 
scious of the tax payers' approval. By 
those persons well acquainted with the 
history of this library, this is consid- 
ered to have been a large contributing 
factor in its success. 

"As the number of books increased, 
and the need for large quarters be- 
came apparent, there began a series 
of transfers from the window sill of 
the private home to the lobby of the 
Y. M. C. A. building, thence to the 
unusual gymnasium in the same build- 
ing, and finally to the central portion 
of the new community house erected 
with funds derived from the sale of 
the Y. M. C. A. building. Here with 
a new room added recently for refer- 
ence work the library remains ade- 
quately housed for the present, with 
all expenses of heat, light, janitor 
service and repairs assumed by Bor- 
ough Council and $2000 appropriated 
directly to the Library's Board of 
Trustees for salaries. 

"The organization of the group of 
volunteer workers has always aroused 
considerable interest. At the begin- 
ning, the chairman of the group, who 
selected the books, purchased them, 
accessioned, cataloged and shelved 
them, had one assistant who was in 
charge of the circulation on the one 
afternoon and evening a week that the 
library was then open. As the work 
increased it became necessary to add 
to the staff of workers and at that 
time moreover general interest in the 
community was becoming so strong 
that there were always women clamor- 
ing for an opportunity to participate 
in the enterprise. Accordingly, as fast 
as practicable, duties were divided 
and library days were increased until 
in 1929 there was a staff of thirty- 
two workers, each of whom gave about 
three hours a week to her particular 
branch of the work. At this time 
there was a group of three women 
for each period, and on the busier days 
four women, two for the adult desk, 
two for the children's desk. At each 
desk one person would receive and 
discharge the books, while the other 
would assist in the reference work 
and arrange the books in order on the 
shelves. There was also a group of 
clerical workers who met one morning 
a week: a morning which frequently 
was prolonged into one day or more, 
when each of the group performed her 
share of the work; for one it might be 
accessioning, for another cataloging, 
for another repairing, while others 
made lists of the new books or pre- 
pared bulletin boards or made clip- 
pings for the reference file or for the 
picture collection. 

"The important feature of this or- 
ganization was that each one had her 
own particular task for which she 
alone was responsible to the librarian, 
and in her turn the librarian or chair- 
man developed esprit de corps and 
unity by monthly staff meetings when 
matters of general library policy were 
discussed. 

"When the time came to make the 
decision to employ a professional 
librarian it necessarily brought to an 
end the work of the volunteer staff, 
all of whom had enthusiastically co- 



| operated for many years and who 
' naturally were reluctant to terminate 
| such a personally pleasant and stimu- 
lating association, a feeling which all 
I of them suppressed with admirable 
'sacrifice because they realized that 
j their retirement was a necessary step 
| in the development of the library. It 
was this same appreciation of the 
! community-wide interest and motive 
j in the work which influenced the 
! Women's Club to withdraw their man- 
1 agement of the library, and to assist 
| in the formation of a Board of Trus- 
tees to be selected from the- towns- 

■ people-at-large, a board which would 
!be eligible to receive public appropri- 
jation. This Board of Trustees, to- 
gether with representatives from the 

School Board and the Borough Coun- 
Jcil, was formed in 1926. From that 
time on progress was even more rapid. 
I The School Board then made its ap- 
propriation for books, and the Bor- 
ough Council its appropriation for 
professional service, and assumed all 
' expenses of the room. It is under 
this arrangement that the library 
operates at the present time, making 
its purchases of new books, supplies 
and equipment from the income from 
rentals and fines. 

"While the circulation during the 

■ past two years has shown a decrease 
'. from its highest peak, and income 
. from rentals and fines has decreased 
, slightly, there has never been a year 

when the library has failed to take 
| some definite step in advance. For ex- 
ample, there was very little difficulty 
even in the midst of the depression this 
past year in meeting the demands for 
new furniture and for more books of 
! reference for the new reading and 
; reference room, and thus was in- 
creased the confidence already estab- 
lished that slowly and though perhaps 
conservatively the Narberth Library 
i would advance each year in the future 
into constantly widening horizons."

The Merger Cause — 

Struck Down From Within 



Outcome of the Mcrjror proceed- 
ings in Xorristown last Friday did 
not please either side particularly. 
The Taxpayers' Association, con- 
vinced (if the worth of its case. 
wanted it argued on its merits: 
the Home Rule Committee, sure 
the whole cause was corrupt, want- 
ed it "pulled up by the roots" as 
Altorney Fleer put it. 

Tt is difficult to see how the three 
judges could have taken any dif- 
ferent course. They were not sit- 
ting to judge the good intentions 
of those who assumed the job of 
compiling the petition: they were 
faced with the simple duty of per- 
mitting the sponsors to withdraw 
it. Judge Knight expressed the 
attitude of the court briefly when 
the Home Rule Committee asked 
for stronger action: "You win 
your case just as well this way." 

Those who have had the oppor- 
tunity to study the petition care- 
fully are impressed by the condi- 
tion of the list of names. While 
a large grain of salt must accom- 
pany acceptance of Mr. Cabrey's 
opinion that there are only 1">8 
bona tide signatures out of the 
2,000, no observer can dismiss 
lightly the admitted forgeries, the 
similarity in handwriting of many 
signatures and the misspellings. 

We cannot avoid the feeling that 
Mr. Burns' Committee is the worst 
victim of this debacle. To the ex- 
tent that a principal is responsible 
for the acts of his agents, the Tax- 
payers' Association must take the 
blame. No one accuses the leaders 
of the movement of deliberately 
forging the fraudulent names on 
the petition or of countenancing 
such procedure. That would ap- 
pear to be the result of employing 
paid solicitors. But the leaders 
can justly be charged with laxness, 
we feel, in permitting a document 
to the validity of which they swore, 
to go to Court without making ab- 
solutely certain of the authenticity 
of the signatures it contained. Some 
errors are unavoidable in a task of 
this kind ; some husband will sign 
for his wife: some person other 
than a taxable inhabitant will get 
on the list. 

That does not explain the clear 
fraud, and upon the Taxpayers' 
Association falls the task of track- 
ing down its source. For it not 
only aroused the indignation of 
those whose names were used, but 
it dealt a blow to their cause which 
may well prove to be lethal. They 
obviously did not get what they 
paid for. 

In the view of the Home Rule 
Committee, the proposal to annul 
the Borough Charter was smashed, 
discredited and buried last Friday. 
The Taxpayers' Association, on the 
other hand, regards the withdraw- 
al of its petition as but a tempor- 
ary obstacle. 

It is unfortunate, in a way, that 
the petition could not have reached 
the point of argument on its merits. 
Had the "mergerites" prevailed, 
the subject would have been closed, 
or, if their cause had been turned 
down by the court, Narberth might 
have looked forward to some peace. 

Now it appears that the two 
camps will continue within their 
own tents ; energies which might be 
used for civic betterment will con- 
tinue to be utilized in civic strife ; 
money whicli might do a lot of good

Closer co-operation is foreseen be- ■

A charter has been approved 
by the voters of Cuyahoga County, 
Ohio, which would give the county a 
form of government comparable with 
that of the most advanced cities. It 
provides for a county council of eight 
members and a president elected at 
large by proportional representation. 
The council selects a county director 
whose duties are similar to those of 
a city manager. A feature of the 
plan is the elimination of many titles 
and offices long familiar in county 
government. It sets up departments 
of law, public safety, records, etc. 
"Another prevalent notion," says the 
article in Citizens' Business, "that 
goes into the discard is that county 
government is the sacred preserve of 
the spoilsman. The proposed charter 
sets up a county civil service commis- 
sion and a merit system." The char- 
ter was drawn by a local commission 

and not by the Legislature.

SPOKE AT GOP COUNCIL 



Educating the people of the United 
States that ours is a splendid form 
of government is the only hope of 
fighting off a dictatorship in this 
country. 

So declared Professor Hugh Carter, 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
speaking on "Trends in Government" 
before a luncheon meeting of the 
Lower Merion-Narberth Council of 
Republican Women at Whitehall, 
Haverford, last Saturday. 

Young Republicans of the township 
and borough were guests at the meet- 
ing, which was held by way of prep- 
aration for the Washington trip 
scheduled by the council on Febru- 
ary 11. 

Dictatorships have developed a 
strong sense of national unity and 
swept away many abuses in govern- 
mental regulation, the speaker said, 
in naming some of the advantages of 
this form of government. 

"The greatest disadvantage, how- 
ever, of dictatorship," Dr. Carter 
stated, "is the fact that it uses tactics 
of war in times of peace, with the 
result that people are continually in 
a terrified state." 

Mrs. John Y. Huber, Jr., president 
of the council, introduced Mrs. How- 
ard M. Stuckert, chairman of Young 
Republicans in the council, who in 
turn presented Dr. Carter.

opportunity to confer with the attor- j 
ney for the exceptants, and stated j 
that if the charges appeared to be ! 
true, he did not wish to continue with 
the case and would withdraw the 
petition. 

Roland Fleer, attorney for the 
Home Rule Committee, registered a j 
strenuous objection with the Court i 
against withdrawal of the petition. 
"They have had plenty of opportunity 
to investigate the condition of the pe- 
tition," he said, "as they have been 
working on it for four years." 

President Judge Harold G. Knight, 
one of the three judges on the bench j 
at the hearing, suggested that it 
might be better to let bygones be by- 
gones and permit withdrawal of the 
petition. 

"This thing is a weed. Cut it off 
and it grows back again. We want 
to pull it out by its roots," Mr. Fleer ! 
declared. 

Asked by Judge Knight how many 
names were contained on the petition 
which did not belong there, Mr. Fleer 
replied that to the best of his knowl- 
edge there were over 500. 

"Would removal these signatures 
reduce the total names to less than 
the two-thirds required by law," Judge 
Knight asked. Mr. Fleer replied that 
it would, to which Mr. Wright added 
his assent. 

' Mr. Wright stated at this point that' 
"if the petition is founded in fraud 
and forgery, we don't want to go on 
with it. If it comes up at all it should 
be on its merits." 

Mr. Fleer maintained that fraud 
vicciated the entire petition and that ! 
he was prepared to prove the spon- 
sors had knowledge of the fraud all 
along. 

Judge Knight announced that the 
Court was friendly with the people of 
both sides and did not wish to see the 
good people of Narberth embroiled in 
strife over the matter. 

Mr. Fleer declared that "we want 
to win this case on a decision and not 
a default." Whereupon Judge Knight 
pointed out that "if the petition is 
withdrawn you win the case." 

Judge Dannehower — "The case can 
be brought up again whether the peti- 
tion is withdrawn by counsel or dis- 
missed." 

At this point in the proceedings, At- 
torney Aaron Shwartz, representing 
Clement B. Wood, solicitor of the 
Lower Merion School District, filed 
exceptions with the clerk. He stated 
that the Township School District was > 
opposed to the case on its merits and 
not on questions of jurisdiction. 

Mr. Fleer — "We don't want to be 
obstructionists and rub salt in 
wounds . . ." 

A recess was then declared by 
Judge Knight to permit Mr. Wright 
to confer with Mr. Fleer and examine 
evidence of alleged forgeries in the 
petition. 

When the Court reconvened a half 



hour later, Mr. Wright stated that he 
had gone over some of the signatures 
and was satisfied that there were a 
substantial number which were not 
real signatures. "We don't want to 
go on with the case and ask leave to 
withdraw the petition," he said. 

In granting the motion for with- 
drawal of the petition, Judge Knight 
stated that the Court was prepared to 
take the responsibility for its with- 
drawal and directed that all costs be 
paid by the petitioners. 

In his final words to the Court, Mr. 
Fleer stated that he wished to correct 
a misconception, that there was no 
strife in Narberth, to which Judge 
Knight expressed his pleasure and the 
hearing was adjourned.
